A Distressing Suicide. 


On Thursday morning a telegram 


was received at the 'Newport oil!™ of 
Ihe United .States lloologleal Survey to 
the effect that Mr. Bayard T. I'litniun, 
in charge of n surveying 
party on 


lloosae Mountain, had been missing 
from camp for two days und inquiring 
for Information. Orders for the insti- 
tution of un Immediate'und thorough 
search were wired back and a few hours 
Inter tho sad intelligence that Mr. ljnl- 
inini's lifeless body had been found, 
was received, but with no particulars, 
l.titur advices, however, give- tlio dis- 
tressing facts of suicide. 


Mr. I'tiliiam was a brother of 0. 1'. 


Piitinnn's sons, tho New York publish- 
ers, and was well, known In -Newport 
where liu spent much of his time for the 
lust several years. Ho came hero with 
thu tenth census and wits subsequently 
in tho Northern Trans-Continental Sur- 
vey Ofllce.. lloafturwards entered the 
government service under I'rof. rum- 
pelly by whom ho wiis considered one 
of the most promising geologists in the 
country. 
At the time of bis ' death 


though only Jill-years of ago ho was at 
tbo bead of the party at North Adams. 
Ho was most highly esteemed in both 
professional and social circles and the 
news of his untimely death is a great 
shock to his Newport friends who speak 
of him as being tho very last, person to 
be thought of as a. suicide, lie had a 
severe attack of 
typhoid fever here 


abiMtlaycarago from which he novorful- 
ly recovered his heallhand ilis thought 
the exposure among tho mountains 
must have so worked upon his weaken- 
ed constitution as to cause temporary 
insanity. 


Ilo leaves a wife, who was a Miss 


Thatcher of New York, and one child 
about two years of age. 
They occupied 


a cottage at Jamestown 
during tlio 


summer and it was only a few days 
since Unit Mr. Putnam was in corre- 
spondence with Newport parties for the 
lease of n cottage in the city for the 
winter. The delicate duty of breaking 
the sr.d intelligence to Mrs. Putnam 
was undertaken by Mr. .and Mrs. A. 
O'U. Taylor, long and intimate friends 
of tho family, and they went to James- 
town on Thursday, and remained with 
the afflicted ludy until yesterday when 
she went to New York.
